COST OF EDUCATION 


According to statistics compiled by the 


census bureau the twelve largest cities oC 
the United States spent $286.133.000 
for educational purposes in 1922. as com- 
pared with $112,178.000 in 1917. .The 
expenditures increased one hundred and 
fifteen per cent in five years, and the av- 
erage per-capita-of-population 
expendi- 


tures increased from $7.51 in "1917 in 
•1922.

house committee on immigration has 
drafted a measure which offers the best 
prospect of a just and sane solution of 
our immigration problem yet formulated. 
It is written on the principle of control- 
ling to a large 4egrce immigration at-its 
source rather, than the outlet at Ellis 
Island. It appears to be a scientific and 
sincere measure, and one which iC en- 
acted into law ought not only to im- 
prove the character of those aliens we ad- 
mit to our shores, but should protect us 
with the security we really need against 
dangerous and undesirable characters. 
Briefly summarized; the bill is based on 
the following: , 


Certificates of admission for immigrants are 


placed in the hands ot American consuls abroad. 
Prospective immigrants hn\e to apply to the

answer a questionnaire -nhich gives their life 
history. If the immigtant has ever been in pri- 
son, in an plmshpu-se or asylum, is not mentally 
or phyaicaflly fit or cannot -pass the literacy 
test, he is refused a certificate 


For the first time the United States 


would be enabled, by the terms of this 
new act if it becomes a law, to substi- 
tute~diserim3nate for mill run immigra- 
tion, accepting only those of all nations 
who pass a literacy test and certain other 
requirements abroad before embarking.
